from the sunlight, and the leavea ar 
made ready for rolling the neit day. 


The rolling is not dona by the band 


and feel of all sort* of nitivea, as we 
had heard, but by a carefully perfected 
machine. The prewure is applied au- 
tomatically, and the surfaces are male 
of wood, so lhat no metal touches the 
leaf. 
Afler rolling tho tea looks green, 


and would make pure green tea if
